The arguments last evening con-

He was followed by Attorney Grant R, 
Bennett of the defense, who tried hard 
to show that the pickets in front of 
the saloons were doing the work of 
righteousness, and tiat the defendant 
was @ poor devil who was but cham- 
pioning the cause of every woman in 
the land. .Job Harriman followed for 
the defense, and argued at length that 
the anti-picketing ordinance is a new 
and unique law, a sort of legal surprise 
for which no man could be expected to 
be prepared. 

CAN'T GET AROUND IT. 
Attorney Rogers closed for the pros- 
ecution. He punctured the arguments 
of the defense by pointing out that 
the pickets, trying to lead men into 
certain saioons at the expense of oth- 
ers, were not laboring in the cause of 
prohibition, and he explained forcibly 
that the ordinance against picketing. 
upheld by ten years of legisiation by 
more than 400 courts throughout the 
United States, Is no more an attack on 
the “constitutional rights” about 
which the unions prate so much. than 
the ordinances im force in al! large cit- 
les, including Les Angeles, against the 
practice of “barking 
“A man has no right, under the law,” 
argued the attorney, “to standin front 
of his own place of business and in- 
vite the ; * of the 
trowds. And it cannot be argued as 
4 breach upon constitutional rights to 
prevent an outsider from standing in 
front of this man’s place of business 
and decrying his goods or his business 
to the pussing crowds ~ 
With the keenest of railiery, the at- 
torney referred to the defendant and 
advised the jury that in convicting 
him they would not be stam ping him 
as a criminal, but would simply be 
making of him a “hero and a martyr 
in the eyes of his fellows.”

IFE’S TEARS 
STIR HEARTS. 
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COMPLAINT § WITHDRAWN 
AGAINST ALLEGED RIOTER. 


For Sake of Mother and Babies 
Striking Brewery Worker, Who 
Thought More of Labor Union 
Than Family, Is Freed Through 
Action of Prosecuting Attorneys. 


“The people of the State of Cali- 
fornia vs. Fritz Haller,” was the of- 
ficial designation of a case dismissed 
by Police Judge Frederickson yester- 
day. 

The title of the case and the charge 
of picketing, with the one word “dis- 
missed,” is all that appears on the 
court record, 

Behind it is one of the most pathetic 
stories of the workingman’s folly in 
listening to rampant and irresponsible 
union labor agitators and the suffer- 
ing it entails on his loved ones at 
home. Also, it shows in rather vivid 
colors that the employers, and the 
lawyers employed by the employers, | 
are not a little more merciful and sym- 
pathetic than the misleaders the un- 
jonites ate whipped into considering 
the only reliable and duly authenti- 
cated guides capable of directing them 
up to broader and better fields. 

It is a short story—and quickly told. 
And no flowers of rhetoric are n 
in the telling. It is such a simple, 
such a very simple story. 

Before the brewery strike was called 
~let us see. that was about two 
months ago--Fritz Haller, a big-heart- 
ed, good-natured German, was em- 
ployed in one of the local brewertes. 
Then came the strike order, and Fritz: 
heard the call of the wild. He is @ 
good man, as far as his lights will 
lead him, and Fritz did not do much 
rioting. But Monday night, when un- 
lonites who knew, or ought to know, 
much more than Fritz about the d@t- 
tiles of an American citizen. surged 
through Main street defying the police 
and behaving like hoodlums, Frits 
thought this was the proper thing.) 
At least Fritz did not discountenance 
the disorder. 

The poor stoical fellow was caught 
in a jam between the police and the 
rioters. And he was arrested and 
lugged off to jail.

She did 
not make any outcry. That would have 
been unworthy of one of the daugh- 
tere of the Fatherland. She waited 
patiently until she could epeak to 
him.

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HE SHOOTING OF GAYNOR. 
The shooting of Mayor Gaynor in New York 


yesterday cannot fail to recall the assassination of | 


Carter Harrison when Mayor of Chicago. A dis- 
appointed, petty city officeholder shot Harrison, 
and the same kind of fellow shot Gaynor. 

It is a matter of no small interest, this attempt 
of assassination of the Mayor of New York, for 
should Gaynor die it will affect not only the po- 
litieal destinies of New York City, but national 
politics, too. 

It is almost sixty years since William J. Gay- 
nor was born on a farm up in Oneida county, New 
York. He had very litle schooling. During the 
winter he split rails and in the summer he pitched 
hay. He was barely of age when he removed from 
the interior of the State and settled at Flatbush, 
on Long Island, near Brooklyn. The young fellow 
did some reporting for a newspaper and at the 
same time stvdied law, 

When he moved into Brooklyn he found Hugh 
McLaughlin, reputed to be as criminal a politician 
as ever figured in America, running Democratic 
politics in Brooklyn. Gaynor took up the fight 
against the ccrrupt machine and put John Y. Mc- 
Kone of Coney Island in the State prison. This 
made the man a figure in Democratic politics in 
New York. He was offered the Mayoralty of Brook- 
lyn, the Governorship of New York, but preferred 
court work and went from one step to another un- 
til he passed to the appellate division of the Su- 
preme Court of the State. Then he was nominated 
for Mayor of New York by Tammany Hall and 
elected by a majority of 73,074, where all the reat 
vf the Democratic ticket was defeated. 

During the campaign, William J. Gaynor was 
represented as an impossible man to get along 
with, but as a pher says in an article re- 
cently published*in The World's Work: “Judge 
Gaynor tried far more cases than any other of the 
forty-six judges in the metropolitan district, and 
bis judgment was sustained in more cases than 
was that of any other judge.” The same biog- 
rapher says: “Regarded as an irascible, cantanker- 
cus, peevish crank, who thought himself misunder- 
stood, he is generally recognized as the patient of- 
ficial of large vision, whose capabilities have in- 


deed been unappreciated.” To show how true this» 


is he is quoted as saving to some politician who 
was busing him pretty soundly: “Nagging at me 
does no good. Come and help me. My job is not 
easy. Don’t let us call names; let us get together.” 
Do you know, that sounds as if worthy of Abra- 
ham. Lincoin. And no wonder it might come from 
him, for it is said of him, “When you first see 
Mr. Gaynor you think a little of Gen. Grant and a 
little of Speaker Cannon.” 

Mayor Gaynor “made good,” so far as he has 
gone, in the government of New York. He thought 
the expenditures in the city were exorbitant and 
took a look into them. From the article in ques- 
tion we quote: “He noticed that the automobile 
repair bill for the preceding: year was $750.000.” 
In sixty days he cut the pay roll by about three- 
guarters of a million and brought down other ex- 
penses so thai he saved the city $1,000,000 a year 
He took up the water department, abolished the 
oqueduct board, and this saved $225,000 a year. 
His economies for the city have footed up $1,718,- 
000 a vear. | 

Another Lincolnian saying of Mayor Gaynor 


| was: “I forgive every one everything every night. 


‘Let not the sun go down upon thy wrath.’” 

He shows himself a true Democrat of the old 
school. When some one was discussing the gov- 
ernment operation of railroads, this was the opin- 
ion expressed by Mr. Gaynor: “For my part, I 
would rather not see the government do it. Pri- 
vate enterprise is too valuable to be eliminated 
from railroad building and management if it can 
be avoided. My own view. which I express with 
diffidence, is that it is only necessary for govern- 
ment to appoint the general freight agent of 
every railroad. He could stop all rate favoritism 
at once. It would not be his office to fix the sched- 
vies of rates, but only to see that every one paid 
the schedule fate, no more and no less.” He is a 
heliever in the people, ‘or in the same interview 
he said: “But at any rate in some way or other 
this wrong will be righted. The moral sense of 
the people is awakened and we may trust the re- 
sult. I am no enemy of honestly-acquired wealth, 
but I have been the lifelong enemy of moral wrong. 
Neither do the people hate the rich; they hate only 
injustice. Even the French people, when they un- 
dertook to right wrongs, tore down the Bastile but 
did not touch the Bank of France.” 

It is littie wonder that among Democrats who 
know Gaynor he should stand out as a prominent 
possibility for Presidential nomination in 1912. 


T IS BUSINESS. 

Of course the politicians with their machines 
to work and their offices to get look upon the pri- 
mary election next Tuesday and the final election 
next November as mere politics. To the people 
these elections are a matter of business. _ | 

There are three busiz—s propositions before the 
voters of California which should take precedence 
of all others when they come to vote at these two 
elections. There is first the redistricting of the 
State, applying particularly to the refixing of the 
boundary line for the State Board of Equalization. 
This matter appeais most strongly to the voters 
south of Fresno. The present districting is in- 
iquitously unfair to the property-holders in this 
part of the State, and anything that affects the 
holders of real estate must affect the whole com- 
munity. 

A second matter of business is the maintaining 
of friendly relations on fair terms our 
government and that of Japan. Our people are en- 
joying a considerable business with the Japancse 
people, both in export and import trade. We are 
neighbors here in the Pacific and it is very essen- 
tial to both countries that friendly relations shal! 
be maintained, that we shall do profitable business 
together and not engage in a disastrous war, 

A third great business question that voters should 
corsider is whether they want a new tariff agitation 
stirred up to disturb business again, with the im- 
minent risk of California getting the worst of an- 
other revision, removing the advantages we have 
in fair protection for our products against compet- 
ing products in countries where wages run from 
one-half down to one-quarter of those obtaining 


among us. 

As to the redistricting of the State (and there 
are more points to consider than merely the equali- 
zation districts) there is only one candidate for 
Governor from whom the southern half of the 
State can expect a friendly attitude. If any person 
other than Philip A. Stanton is placed in the Gov- 
ernor’s chair there will be there a man prejudiced 
and actively hostile to the southern end of the 
State. 

The same situation exists as to maintaining

LEAKING SOME. 


Local Plumber Responsible 
for Legal Action. 


Suit to Break U p “Combine” 
Is Received Here. 


Atty.-Gen. Wickersham Gets

man, Atty.-Gen. Wickersham has gath- 
ered his evidence and sult to break 
up the “batht:b trust” has been. start- 
ed. Should the Attorney-General | of 
the United States win his case it is 
probable. a lacal dealer stated lasc 
night, that the price of all bathtube 
and other enameled iron ware will drop 
about 20° per cent. 
A  .~%0py of the papers filed by Atty.- 
Gen. Wickersham in the United States 
Circult Court at Baltimore in the suit 
against the alleged trust was received 
in Los Angeles yesterday, and throws 
considerable light on the methods used 
to raise the price of bathtubs and oth- 
er goods of similar nature. 
Tt was also shown that the plumber 
who installed the tub was not to blame 
for the tnerease, though he received 
most of the blame from the owner of 
the hovee. The manufacturers raised 
the price, and made the jobbers stand 
with them, and then the plumber, who 
was the first to be effected, was left 
to fight it out with the consumer. 

ALL IN ONE GRASP. 
According to the Attorney-General's 
complaint, the manufacturers turned 
over certain patents to one man, who 
them, in return, alluwed the manu- 
facturers to use the patents under a 
license. Before the manufacturers ware 
licensed, however, it is charged that 
the price of every article manufac- 
tured was agreed upon so that he- 


into effect the prices were raisod. 
Atty.-Gen. Wickersham churg¢es that 
the so-called licenses were worthless, 
as the patents which they, were Hi- 
censed to use were not essential and 
that the license system was simply 
a blind behind which th» prices were 
raised. 
A bathtub which, before the sllegrd 
trust was formed sold for abeut $14, 
was later raised to about $17. A tub 
which once sold for $100 was raised 
to about $115. Other articles of the 
kind were also faised. Before the 
prices were raised no charge was made 
for the crates in which they were 
shipped, but after the raise from % 
to 75 cents was added for some crates, 
and on expensive articles the price of 
the shipping box was placed at $3.

It is asserted that the trust controls 
about 85 per cent. of all the goods 
manufactured, and that it Is still fight- 
ing to bring others into the fold or 
run them out of business.

pending the sale of the $3,000,000 worth 
of bonds recently issued. They are 
So much in earnest about the matter 
that they are discussing the possi- 
bility of organizing a borough and 
thus securing local administration of 
their affairs unless they are given con- 
sideration in their demand for imme- 
diate harbor improvement. 


The Wilmington Chamber of Com- 


merce has addressed a communication 
to the public through the newspapers 
asking that the City Council appro- 
priate $100,000 from tne general fund 
to continue harbor work along the 
lines followed before consolation. | 
The fact that there has been discus- 
sion of a new City Hall in Los An-

geles, is regarded as substantiating 
their claim that lack of money is not 
keeping back their improvements. 
The resolutions suggest that a por- 
tion of the money secured from W'!!- 
mington’s $100,000 bond issue is still 
in the treasury of the city, and that 
might logically be used to carry on 
the harbor work. Wilmington also 
emphasizes the point that it was on 
the strength of promises to continue 
the harbor development that the citi- 
zens of the town voted for consolida- 
tion. They argue that an appropriae- 
tion of $100,000 from the general fund 
would keep the work under way until 
such time as the harbor bonds may 
be sold, when the unused part of the 
$100,000 could be returned to the treas- 


ry. 

Wilmington suggests the contingency 
of a strong protest from that direction 
should the new City Hall matter be 
taken up, while the harbor work is 
dormant on account of lack of funds. 
The paragraphs of the resolution re- 
ferring to this phase of the matter 
are as follows: 

- “Whereas, we note by the press 
that .certain members of the City 
Council are asking for larger appro- 
priations for a new City Hall, and for 
a wall around Central Park to be con- 
structed at considerable expense, all 
of which will not bring one dollar of 
revenue to the city: and, realizing that 
all moneys expended in harbor im- 
provements will be repaid, with bi« 
interest, from the harbor earnings, we 

“Therefore urge the City Council to 
see that before one dollar is expended 
for any unnecessary improvement, 
they at least begin to make good the 
most vital ante-consolidation promise, 
namely, the imnrovement of the thirty- 
seven acres at Wilmington and the ap- 
proaches thereto."’ -
